Publication of income tax payments by all the leading papers in ; 
ihe several districts; Has caused a lot of criticism and complaint. 
Discussion of this matter dates back to September 1916, when the 
late Senator Hustings of Wisconsin offered an amendment to the 
revente bill providing for making public, documuents all income tax 
returns. Sénatérs La Follette, Norris and Hystings, supported it i 
It was defeated by a vote of twenty-six to thirty-two. 

In November 1921, Senator La Follette offered an amendment | 
to the revenue bill, making such returns public documents stating 
that “I think any man has a right to know what his neighbor pays in 
taxes.” The La Follette amendment was defeated by a vote of 
thirty-three to twenty-eight. Later in the same session La Follette 
offered an ‘amendment to the tax bill to “make public lists containing 
the names and postoffice addresses and amounts of income of all 
making income tax returns.” This amiendment was defeated by a 
vote of forty-three to twenty-eight. 

In May 1924, Senator Norris offered an amendment to ‘the | 
tax bill adding these words: ‘‘and shall be open to examination and /3 
inspection as other public records, etc.’ This amendment was 

agreed to by a vote of forty-eight to twentyeight, over the ob- i 
jection of the senate committee on: finance. i
